PARIS BLAMES 
PRESIDENT FOR 
LOSS OF TREATY 


France and England 
Ready to Yield. 


[Chicago Tribune Foreign News Service.] 
{By Special Cable.) 

PARIS, March 20.—The definite de- 
feat of the treaty in the United States 
senate has caused a pall of gloom over 
French officialdom. 

Mr. Wilson’s “ stubborn attitude” in 
refusing to compromise on the Lodge 
reservations is blamed by the French 
for the situation. These reservations 
were satisfactory and acceptable to 
both France and England. Mr. Wilson 
was advised of this and urged by these 
governments to drop his opposition in 
order that the treaty could be ratified 
immediately. 

The French complain that his refusal 
to pursue this course outlined by allied 
governments had had its ‘disastrous re- 
sults in the senate yesterday and on 
Mr. Wilson’s head alone rests the re-: 
sponsibility for the continuance of the 
state of world affairs. 
|} The French declare they expected 
‘this defeat following the action of Mr. 
Wilson in resenting the efforts of Am- 
bassadors Jusserand and Grey in 
Washington to put the treaty through 
the senate with reservations. 

The indications are that France does 
not fear Mr. Wilson’s intention to take 
the treaty before the American people 
in the next presidential campaign be- 
cause it is believed the American eleo- 
torate will place its stamp of approval 
on the Versailles document with reser- 
vations. 

But what France does object to is 
the delay of probably a year which this 
course -will necessitate, thus keeping 
America out of praticipation in the en- 
forcement of the treaty terms and pre-

In six years 
the price in large quantities has advanced from 2 
cents a pound to 5 cents. Ten years ago the United 
States produced its entire supply of pulp wood, but 
now it imports two-thirds its consumption. This 
means added cost of production. We bought from 
Canada last year 1,490,000 tons of pulp and prices 
advanced from $10 a cord to as high as $25. Canada 
has increased the number of her pulp mills 57 per cent 
in ten years, while only one news print plant has been 
constructed in the United States since 1909. Paper 
mills cannot follow the receding timber supply into the 
forests as do the saw mills. Much pulpwood is now 
freighted 500 miles. 3

EAT ‘activity on the part of the 
angler: the fishing season is al-

to go over the pet rods and get 
them in ‘fighting trim forthe big day. 
Those who’ prefer to send their sick 
rods to.the. professional rod doctors 
should: wait no longer; in fact, if. 
rod requires.a major @peration, such 
as a new tip joint, the angler is out 
of luck, for most rod makers are too 
busy to give anything like service be 
tween now and the opening of the sea- 
Under present conditions minor rod’ 
ailments” should be given home treat- 
ment. Perhaps the most common trou- 
ble, lly with rods that have 
béen Mored in well- heated homes, is 
shakyferrules. Easily remedied. First, 
see if the ferrule is pinned.. If the 
pin runs all the way through, as is 
likely in well made modern rods, take 
a pointed tool of some kind and drive 
it out, so that you can pull it with 
the pliers. Heat the ferrule gently 
until it can be pulled‘ off,: apply some 
heat to the ferrule eement, and smear 
it on the wood, replace the ferrule and 
heat«a ‘little as you reset it.. 
‘Perhaps the ferrule cement sold at 
the tackle shops is the most s&tisfac- 
tory, all around, for the. amateur rod 
doctor, although some rod makers and 


ferrules with white lead or white lead 
and damar varnish. It will certainly 
hold till: the egws come home to the 
big red barn, but it takes a long time 
to set. A friend has been experiment- 
ing with it, but after the ferrules

It 
is not a bad idea to run the windings 
through a flame before putting on’ the 
color preservative. This treatment re. 
moves all fuzziness, but care should 
be taken not to scorch it. Size A silk 
is most often used for rod work. You 
may go as far as you like in colors. 
For my part I like a rod “ dolled up” 
a little if the color scheme is artistic 
and not like the famous coat of the 
-_gentleman who first cornered corn. 


Never varnish a rod in a cool room. 
The warmer the room the smoother the 
varnish will flow: Some rod makers 


nishing except in bright, sunny weath- 
er. The best varnish for fods is a good 
quality of spar or aeroplane, and it is 
usually applied with a fine camel's hair 
brush. The first coat should be thin 
and it should be allowed to dry before 
applying another.

varnished. Spare the varnish and spoil 
the rod is a good perverted proverb 
for anglers.

Los' Angeles, Cal., March 20.—[Spe. 
¢ial.)—Baseball statisticians have made 
a feature of the fact the balk was rap- 
idly approaching the dodo so far as this 
generation's familiarity with it is con- 
gerned. Those responsible for records 
have pointed out that only seventeen 
pitchers in the National league made 
balks in 1919. 

It probably is true that only that 


small percentage of hurlers was penal. . 


ged by the umpires for balking, but if 
there was a slabman in the veteran 
circuit who did not make at least one 
balk in every inning he pitched it was 
because nobody reached first base or 
because said pitcher wasn’t ripe for 
the big leagues. 
“ Barrels ” of Balks. 
No statistics are available, of course, 


/om the actual number of balks made 


by major league pitchers last year. 
but it probably would run close to the 
figures representing the interest on 
the national debt. That indicates a 
wide difference between the number of 
balks committed and the number pe. 
valized by umpires. 

The reasan is the lax way in which 
the arbitrators interpret the rules pro- 
bibjting balks. If these restrictions 
should be enforced strictly according 
to the letter of the law as it is written 
in the code book, a balk would be called 
practically every time a slabman threw 
the ball to first base. To be succegs- 
ful a pitcher must acquire a “ motion” 
by which he can keep the baserunner 
guessing as to the ultimate destination 
of the ball, until he is almost ready 
to let go of it. He must be able to 
wind up in exactly the same way at 
the start of a shot to first base as he 
does when firing the pill to the plate. 
But this is expressly forbidden in one 
of the sections of the rule which 
governs balks. 

Rule a Dead Letter.

Men who aren’t true to anything else in the 
worid are true to their cafés—and many of 
them to their waitresses. The flavor of the 


- coffee—there are 8,765,482 different shades of 


flavor in as many ¢offees—or the crust of 
the buns, or the odor of the pork that crdwns 
‘the beans, or the fork resistance of the frost- 
ing on the layer cake—any of these things 


has been known to keep a man attached to 


one café for years. And the color of a cer- 
tain waitress’ eyes has mayhap turned the 
same trick. 
- Not that a waitress’ first charm is in her 
eyes. It is in her feet. Men are accustomed 
to noticing that all women’s faces differ, but 
they do not pay as close attention to the 
widely diversified feet. Waitresses in a place 
all dress alike, so that vast pe?Psonal mark, 
taste, and selection in dress, is removed. But 
they pick their own shoes, the sole require- 
ment being that the shoes be black. 
Waitresses walk a good deal—miles—be- 
tween -tables and kitchen. And that makes 


for hurty feet. So waitresses as a rule seek | 


comfort in their footwear. That makes most 
of them slew about in ungainly boots, corn 
proof and sloppy. But’the waitress who can 
confine her feet in neat lowcuts, petite and 
shapely, yet keep at her work, has a far 
start on her sisters. 

Be it foot or smile, aiietoner or comeliness, 
good humor or speed, a pretty figure or strict 
attention to business—be it whatever it may 
be that is attractive to one who eats yet sees 
and feels—there can be no gainsaying that 
waitresses who have assets can commercial- 
ize them in their calling. Men wait for tables 
@t° be waited on by their chosen waitresses 
yO as men wait'in barber shops to be shaved 
by their favorite barbers, because they crave 
just that touch, just that especial manner of 
going at it. 

And Hazel had more’ repeaters 
anxious to sit at her tables than any other 
girl in the Dairy Luneh; perhaps than any 
other girl in any Dairy Lunch.

But glasses of water, colorless as they may 
all seem, and alike, run to differing grades 
and classes, too. There are prospects whom 
the head waiter can usher to anywhere and 
they will stolidly follow the regal sweep of 
her upraised index finger. These are the.

positions. Then there are those who come in 
with predetermination to get a superior seat 
—superior because it commands a better view

music as an art and a science as does 
Mr. Kahn. 

He says: “Every opera loses, and 
is bound to lose, in the process of even 
the best translation. The accent, the 
rhythn;, the syllables, the sound of the 
vowels to which the music was orignal- 
ly fitted, are bound to suffer modifica- 
tions, mhore or less, even at the hands 
of the most conscientious and skiliful 
translator.” 

The only claim in the entire fore- 
going statement which will hold water 
and which constitutes any possible 
actual objection is the one relative to 
the sound of the vowels. Accent, 
rhythm, .and syllable can be preserved 
if the translation is carefully and 
adequately made, and even in many 
instances the vowel values can be 
largely retained. But even if they are 
not, they are the most negligible of| 
all the elements entering into the ques- 
tion of translation and of singableness. ' 

It is largely a splitting of hairs this, 
matter of vowel values, and there is 
most decided question as to any of the 
great composers, Wagner, Gluck, or 
any of the modern, thinking seriously 
of the inherent vowel value in a word 
when shaping’ the musical phrase in 
which that word has place. This is a 
bugaboo which has been painted on the |! 
wall to frighten the public and has 
just about as much real vitality.

ANY prospective buyers are 
under the impression that they 
have to have the full purchase 
price of the automobile. Quite 

true that many dealers operate on this 

basis, particularly now, when orders 
gare many and cars few, but even now 
the majority allow a certain freedom 
‘In sales. This applies in large cities 
as well as small towns. One may pur- 
chase an automobile in many ways 
if all cash is not readily available. 

A great many dealers are able to 
‘\fimance the buyer, accepting one-third 
jor one-half the list price in cash and 
taking notes for the remainder. These 
motes are to be paid off in installments, 
urvally monthly, but the total time al- 
lowed is usually not more than twelve 
months. In cases where the dealer is 
very friendly other arrangements can 
| In a case of this kind the 
dealer requires that the car be properly 
sured and he holds the insurance, so 
that, in case of accident or fire, he will 
not lose on the deal. 


- Many dealers will not handle a sale 
bf this kind, but instead of doing busi- 
ness with the purchaser direct will deal 
with a fi cing company. In the 
larger citi concerns of this kind 
make a business of financing automo- 
bile buyers, and even men who want 
to become dealers. 

These concerns buy the car outright 
from the dealer, paying him the full 
list price in cash, plus freight and 
faxes. The financing company then 
requires you to pay down a certain 
amount in cash, while the remainder

charge being asked. Sometimes a fixed 
sum is asked in excess of the cost of 
the vehicle. The company, like the 
dealer previously mentioned holds the 
fmsurance for protection. Concerns 
of this kind usually accept collateral of 
any kind, a lien on your property in 
the cities. 
In the farming districts it might be 
possible to get them to accept part of 
a coming crop, bechuse it is possible 
for them to get insurance on the crop. 
You, of course, would be required to 
pay the insurance premium, so as to 
protect the company against any loss. 
If you are a salesman and want an 
automobile for your business it usually 
is possible to get the concern to buy 
one for you, allowing you to pay for 
it out of your salary.or commission. 
Some of the largest concerns in the 
country use this method,: making no 
charge for the service, and requiring 
only a small sum weekly, say $5. It 
probably will vary with the price of 
the car. Ownership, of course, remains 
in the company’s hands until the car 
is fully paid for. 
If you are acquainted with a banker 
in your town it often is possible to get 
him to finance you for a part of the 
purchase price of a car, just as he 
helps in the building of a home. A

In buyihg a car, whether new or old, 
you should consider the upkeep, be- 
cause if the upkeep is great you are 
at once confronted with a double prob- 
lem—that of paying off on the car and 
paying to keep it running. You will 
no doubt find in the medium priced 
field that about three-fourths of the 
cars are assembled cars, made up of 
engine, clutch, transmission, axles, 
etc., which are made by parts makers. 
The car manufacturer only puts the 
parts together. Your depreciation will 
be lower and the possibility of mecH&an- 
ical trouble avoided if you select known 
units by well known concerns. 

You perhaps have heard of such 
mames as Continental for engines, 
Brown-Lipe for transmission, Borg & 
Beck for clutches, Timken for axles, 
and so on. These concerns are leaders 
in their respective fields. It is usual,
